Our  goal  is 
not  buy  into  the  oldest  or  latest 
philosophy  or  worldview,  but 
to  become  biblical  in  our 
worldview  and  actions. 

However,  like  Paul  in 
Athens  (Acts  17),  we  live  in  a 
culture  that  has  the  potential  to 
pull  us  away  from  God's 
desired  purpose.

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Korean:  help  Christians 

WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  A  refugee  from  North  Korea  called 
on  the  U.S.  Commission  on  International  Religious  Freedom 
(USCRIF)  at  a  Jan.  24  hearing  to  help  Christians  in  the  com¬ 
munist  state  to  achieve  one  desire.  Her  voice  breaking  with 
emotion,  Soon-Ok  Lee  said  of  the  followers  of  Christ  in  North 
Korea,  "Their  hope  and  wish  is  to  proclaim  God  openly  while 
on  earth.  I  hope  you  as  a  commission  will  help  them  with 
their  goal.  Lots  or  Christians  in  North  Korea  keep  their  faith 
in  their  heart."  Lee's  testimony  was  the  most  riveting  during 
a  morning  hearing  on  the  condition  of  religious  freedom  in 
North  Korea  and  now  it  can  be  promoted  in  the  totalitarian 
country  that  is  largely  closed  to  tne  outside  world.  Last  year, 
the  U.S.  State  Department  named  North  Korea  to  its  annual 
list  of  the  world's  most  flagrant  violators  of  religious  liberty 
for  the  first  time.  In  its  report,  the  State  Department  said, 
"Genuine  religious  freedom  does  not  exist,"  an  assessment 
affirmed  by  witnesses  at  the  USCIRF  hearing.  Christians  are 
called  "political  criminals"  in  North  Korea  and  are  persecut¬ 
ed  solely  for  their  faith,  Lee  said  through  an  interpreter. 
Hundreds  of  the  6,000  inmates  in  the  prison  camp  in  which 
she  was  held  were  there  because  they  were  Christians,  she 
said.  Believers  in  Christ  would  be  separated  from  nonbeliev¬ 
ers  in  prison  to  prevent  their  influence  on  others,  she  testified. 
Guards  would  tell  the  Christians  they  could  save  their  lives 
and  be  freed  if  they  would  refuse  to  worship  God  and  instead 
worship  Kim  II  Sung,  the  deceased  founder  of  the  Marxist 
regime,  she  said.  "I  could  not  understand  their  faith  at  the 
time,  because  I  did  not  know  God,"  Lee  told  the  panel.  "I  did¬ 
n't  know  God  when  1  lived  in  North  Korea  because  I  was 
brainwashed  to  worship  [II  Sung],"  she  said.  "I  was  trained  to 
have  bad  feelings"  about  Christianity.  In  North  Korea,  "chil¬

What  is  racism?  Racism  is  blind  prejudice, 
judging  a  person  by  the  color  of  their  skin 
rather  tnan  by  the  character  of  their  heart. 

Racial  problems  still  cause  pain  in  our 
society  today,  and  all  of  us  have  been  infill 
enced  by  racial  actions  and  attitudes. 

The  Apostle  Paul  put  it  simply,  in  Gal. 
3:26-28:  '\ou  are  all  sons  of  G< 


Anyone  who  has  grown  up  in  the  South 
knows  that  racism  exists.  I  don't  know  my 
age  when  I  realized  it.  Maybe  it  was  when 
1  neard  someone  say,  "Tnose  people  are 
okay  as  long  as  they  stay  in  their  place,"  or 
"I  don't  mind  if  they  come  to  our  church  as 
long  as  they  come  to  worship." 

Immediately,  I  thought,  "What  place?"  I 
also  thought,  "Why  else  would  someone 
come  to  church?" 

In  the  early  80s  I  spoke  at  many  different 
places  asking  for  financial  support  to  fund 
a  Boys'  Home  that  my  wife  ana  I  operated. 
Many  people  would  ask,  "Are  y'all  inte¬ 
grated  out  there?"

He  cited  examples  from 
the  study,  which  indicated 
that  61%  of  the  students  in 
the  study  did  not  know  the 
John  3:16  passage,  94%  did 
not  know  the  Great 
Commission  passage,  and 
66%  did  not  know  what  the 
Gospels  were. 

Furthermore,  even  the 
"cream  of  the  crop"  youth 
evangelizers  (those  who 
said  they  shared  their  faith 
at  least  once  in  the  past 
year)  are  lacking  in  tneir 
basic  doctrine.  To  note,  one 
in  ten  believe  that  the  Bible 
is  not  accurate  in  all  that  it 
teaches;  one  in  five  believe 
that  Jesus  sinned  while  on 
earth;  one  in  four  do  not 
acknowledge  the  real  exis¬ 
tence  of  the  Holy  Spirit;  one 
in  three  do  not  acknowledge 
the  existence  of  the  adver¬ 
sary  Satan,  and  one  in  two 
believe  that  truth  is  relative, 
Matlock  accounted.

"The  prob¬ 
lem  is  that  we  are  missing  nuge 
generations  of  teenagers. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  prob¬ 
ability  of  a  person  accepting 
Christ  between  the  ages  of  3-1 3  is 
32%.  There  is  a  four  percent 
probability'  of  doing  so  within 
the  ages  of  14-18;  and  a  six  per¬ 
cent  chance  from  age  19  to  death. 

"Ninety-six  out  of  100  teens 
will  be  lost  for  eternity  if  we  do 
not  figure  out  how  to  reach 
them,  ne  lamented. 

According  to  the  Bama  study, 
though  four  out  of  five  of  the 
students  interviewed  identified 
themselves  as  Christian,  when 
pressed,  only  32%  could  be  iden¬ 
tified  as  "bom  again,"  Matlock 
reported.  Forty-nine  percent 
were  severely  questionable 
regarding  salvation,  he  said. 

"There  is  a  need  for  compre¬ 
hensive  biblical  teaching  and 
thinking  theologically  because 
the  basic  teachings  are  over¬ 
looked  too  often,"  ne  said.

—  and  reach  out  to  people," 
Matlock  said,  stressing  the 
importance  of  understanding 
the  postmodern  generation, 
whicn  is  not  as  rational  as  the 
modem  culture,  and  to  whom 
authenticity,  reality,  and  gen¬ 
uineness  matter  more. 

As  an  example,  Matlock, 
known  for  doing  magical  illu¬ 
sion  tricks  as  an  introduction  to 
evangelism,  compared  the 
modern  magician  David 
Copperfield  with  the  postmod¬ 
ern  street  magician  David  Blain. 

Copperfield  does  what  is  log¬ 
ically  impossible,  but  does  not 
engage  the  audience  in  the  expe¬ 
rience,  Matlock  said,  explaining 
that  his  methodology  worked 
for  the  modem  thinker. 

On  the  other  hand,  Blain,  who 
is  much  less  precise  in  what  he 
does,  engages  people,  having 
learned  that  today's  culture 
would  rather  be  in  the  experi¬ 
ence  than  see  a  perfect  show. 

Noting  the  emphasis  on 
personal  involvement  and 
individuality,  Matlock  cau¬ 
tioned  against  putting  evange¬ 
lism  in  a  "box. '  He  noted  that 
the  world  is  marketing  unique¬ 
ness  and  individuality,  and 
that  Christians  stress  that 
every  life  is  uniquely  created, 
yet  Christians  tend  to  use  the 
same  evangelism  methods 
over  and  over. 

"Instead  of  using  the  same 
tool  for  sharing  Christ  with
